Whether the public ever becomes conscious of any 
benefit remains to be seen. As we have said be- 
fore, we doubt it. The public has observed the 
results of trust busting in other conspicuous cases. 
The Standard Oi} was busted; the prite of oil went 
up; so did the price of the shares of various con- 
stituents of ‘the busted trust; so did the private 
fortunes of those fortunate individuals who had 
inside knowledge of the values actually repre- 
sented. The benefit to the public from that glort- 
ous victory hag never been discovered. 

Trust busting was somewhat discredited for a 
while after that; but attacks on the packers have 
always been good for plenty of headlines and space 
on the first page. No one’ knew this better than 
the members of the federal_trade commission who 
began the latest campaign for busting the meat 
trust. Almost every member of the commission 
at that time was a candidate for office, to say noth- 

{ng of its counsel, and a campaign against the meat 
trust was good war medicine. The proceedings 
began merrily in the newspapers and finally, to 
avoid prosecution, the packers surrendered on 
terms negotiated with the department of justice 
gand recommendations of the trade commission. 
The meat trust was to be busted; that is, the stock- 
yards and terminals were to be separated from the 
packing plants. 

This dismemberment, it was implied, was to ben- 
efit the public by the destruction of an oppressive 
monopoly. Maybe so, Competitors of the packers 
im lines of by-product may be benefited. But that 
the consumer will be otherwise than hurt THs 
Trisune begs leave to doubt. 

The pecking industry is a complicated and very 
highly organized activity which has developed to 
@ vety extraordinary measure of economy and ef- 
‘ficiency, reducing economic waste to a minimum 
and permitging very low prices. Wrongs {t has 
committed; evils’ were developed which needed cor- 
rection; powers were created which called for regu- 
lation in the public interest. But that an economic 
gain can be accomplished or any real public benefit 
procured by dismembering this great indystria) 
mechanism, the product of processes which in most 
cguntries are intelligently fostered, instead of de- 
feated, is, in our opinion, a fallacy for which the 
public will eventually, pay cash. 

Trust busting ig profffable for politicians, but 
that the people will benefit by breaking up the 


head charges, and an enormous expense of unnec- 
essary duplication and competitive machinery does 
net square with our experience. It is foolish to 
believe that we are to pay less for meat and meat 
products because it costs more to produce them, 
and it. will cost more after the trust, which hap- 
pens to be one of the most efficient and economical 
organizations in the world, is busted by our polit- 
feal heroes. 3 
It 4s, foolish to think that our meat and meat 
products will be. cheaper because one maf owns 
the yards where cattle must be gathered and an- 
other Woes the killing and another disposes of the 
by-products. It is foolish also, we think, for cattle 
raisers to expect they are going to average better 
prices and escape losses when the packing indus- 
try is split up and the control of markets, which 
they charge to the ungoverned. avarice of the 
“trust,” is left to the ungoverned natural laws 
which will operate at large among the various ele- 
ments of the dismembered industry. 7 ’ 
We may be wrong, but it is our opinion that this 
trust busting, running counter to economic laws of

CHRISTMAS MAIL FOR A, EK. F. 
Rules for the maltling of Christmas 
packages to members of the American 
forces in Germany were announced yes- 
terday by Postmaster William B. Car- 
lile. The packages must not exceed 
twenty-five pounds in weight or seventy- 
two inches in length and width combined. 
They must not contain any prohibited or 
unmailable articles. Candy and tobacco 
must be inclosed in tin or light boxes, 
and perishable foods cannot be Included 
unless shipped in cans. 

The name, rank, a! organization of 
the soldier, with tlie words “ American 
forces in Germany,”’ must be on each 


package, The order also directs that it 
must be addressed in care of the Gen- 
eral Superintendent, Army Transport 
Service, Hoboken, N. J., and carry the 
name of the sender. 

The packages must be mailed ‘in time 
to reach Hoboken not later than Dec. 6

Without these New York 
would have been walking on itself, 
hindered in its development and re- 
tarded in its prosperity, and Chicago 
cannot fully develop and take advan- 
tage of its opportunities until it has 
adequate rapid transit facilities.

to private companies to operate

falls on the property owners, and they 
contribute an amount sufficient to 
make up the difference between the 5 
cent fare and the amount needed to 
pay all charges. : 

City Pays the Losses. 

The Interborough Rapid Transit 
company finished the year ending June 
80 last with a loss of $7,388,000. If it 
had paid its rental to the city the loss 
would have been $13,608,000. The 


‘Brooklyn Rapid Transit represents its 


loss as $2,537,000, and it would have 
been $7,337,000 if it had paid its rental. 

The rental loss means an additional 
tax of about 7 cents on each $100 as- 
sessed on the valuation proposed for 
1921. If the city paid the entire repre- 
sented deficits of these two systems it 
would mean about 21 cents added to 
the tax bill for each $100 of assessed 
valuation. 

The New York courts have prohibit- 
ed the public utility commission from 
increasing fares without the consent 
of the city. Mayor Hylan argues that 
there is gallons of water in certain 
stocks and that dominating systems 
have made leases of subordinate lines 


at excessive prices, which are admitted 
in unbiased quarters. Therefore Hy-: 


lan opposes a flare increase. Rumor 
has it that the roads will appeal to 
the legislature next month for finan- 
cial relief. Hylan thinks that the 


| 
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roads should not have pata such high 
profits in prosperous years, but should 
have saved a surplus to tide them over 
lean years. at 
Operating Costs Differ. 
Another advantage in favor of low 


fare in New York lies in the operating}: 


costs, which now appear on the figures} 
obtainable to be lower than Chicago's. 

Still another advantage lies in the 
population. New York has about 
6,621,000 persons; Chicago, 2,701,000. 
To carry its population New York has 
1,703 miles of revenue tracks and Chi- 
cago 1,119 miles. 

Last year all of the transportation 
lines in New York had a gross income 
of $110,000,000. At present fares, Chi- 
cago systems are expected to have a 
gross income next year of $80,000,000. 
New York’s last quarterly report shows’ 
$31,366,000 gross income for three 
months, 

It hag been suggested that the roads 
need a 7 cent fare, which means, per- 
haps; $34,000,000 additional. They aiso 
want to retain their perpetual fran- 
chises and maintain their capitaliza- 
tion of more than $750,000,000. They 
may get away with it in New York, 
but could not in Chicago.

“meat stews” the surer we are of win- 
tering well. Spring lassitudes are not 
suffered by those in normal health. 

First. we need the onion, and all the 
outer stems of a stalk of celery may 
well be worked up in the stew. If w> 
know where to go we may always get 
the green pepper in winter at a rea- 
sonable price, and who that really 
snows how to make a stew would spare 
tho carrot? If some of the family fan- 
cies he does not fancy it, -put this 
vegetable through the meat chopper 
before adding it to the stew. 

Potatoes cooked in a nice stew are 
Celicious. By placing them in the 
middie of a deep platter with the meat, 
a platter which may first have been 
decorated with an outer ring of boiled 
rice, then filling in the space between 
with the rest of the stew, we may cet 
an ornamental one piece dish to please 
the eye as well as the — of the 
most fastidiious.
